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CONGRESS AND DEFENSE 


The bittoi' dlssontion among some of the 


top officials of the military services, over 
budgets and general defense policy, has 
brought the suggestion that congress ought 
lo step in and take over the task oE decid- 
ing defense needs. The suggestion doubt- 
less stems from genuine concern for the na» 
tioral interest, but that is exactly what Con 
Kress ought not to do. Congress, if any- 
thing, should move to cut itself clear of such 
'decisions. 


The plain fact is that Congress is noi 


competent to determine defense needst and 
that its attempts to do so only result in a 
kind of publication of strategies end plans 
which is potentially damaging, and in pos- 
sible Wanders tn decision. To say this is not 
by any moans a disparagement of Congress 
or of its normal duties to govern public af- 
fairs. But Congress is composed of laymen 
without any special skill in military planning 
except by coincidence. 


When the assault on Europe was being 


planned in the roeont war, Congress woulc 
not have dreamed of culling the military 
chiefs to explain whcrcu when and how the 
assault was to be maUe, and of Inquiring 
Into the wisdom of the plan and possibly 
ordering changes In It, Probably no one in 
Congress then would have truly believed 
himself competent to pass judgment on the 
plans for the Invasion of Europe. It would 
be no more reasonable for Congress now to 
presume Itself competent to plan the militar; 
strategy of the future. 


The argument which has been going on is 


partly over unification, but it is also partly 
over the strategy of future defense. The 
two issues should have been separated 
Congress should press for achievement o: 
real unification, and leave the planning o: 
strategy to those who were trained to do it

The Constitution forbids confiscation of prt-

For instance, from 1921 through 1930, this coun- 


try spent ,$3,570,000,000 on educational coiihtruction, 
averaging 5357,000,000 a year. Then it dropped to 
5123,000,000 in 3932 and reached a low figure of 
541,000,000 in 1944. 
The high and the low figures explain the same 


phenomenon: There was or there was not money 
for this purpose in the tax dollar. 
, 
What can be shown for budding construction is 
true of every phase of governmental activity, fcd- 
crni, state and municipal. Once when I was sit- 
ting next to the l«tc Fiorello LaGuardia, he WHS 
tts nervous and irritable as a wot hen. And his po- 
lice aid was back and fourth with messages.

EMOTIONAL STABILITY 


I have written before of our experience as medi- 


cal officers in World War 1, when we found so 
many young men unable to pass the low require- 
ments as to size of chest. When a boy in his, late 
teens or early twenties does not have a measure- 
ment of 34 inches with chest expanded there is 
something wrong. The outstanding cause of chests 
considered too small for service was that these' boys 
had not played much as youngsters, often because 
their mothers were afraid they would get hurl. 


Unfortunately unless a recruit was definitely a 
mental case, we made no tests as to his mental or 
emotional condition. The result was that many men 
were sent home or to hospital because ot theii emo- 
tional instability, That is. why in World War 2, & 
careful 'examination of the recruit's emotional sta- 
bility was made. The value of this screening for 
emotional disturbances is shown by the fact that 
25 per cent of the eighteen-year-olds not accepted 
for service in the armed forces, weie rejected on 
tho ground o£ emotional immaturity, 
Drs, Thorrms A, C, Rennle and Luther E. Wood- 


ward in "Mental Health In Modern Society," the 
Commonwealth Fund, 19*18, stale that "Immaturity 
stands out as number ono trouble maker ir bring- 
ing about mental, emotional, and social ills. 
It 


accounts for practically all neurosis, is a major 
factor in mental illness, and seems to be at the root 
of many social problems. On the other hand, emo- 
tional nnd mental maturity {being grown up and 
acting our age) is the only hope of maximal per- 
sonal satisUiclion, physical and mental health, social 
progress nnct enduring peace." 


How can our children nnd we, ourselves, achieve 
emotional malurltyT 


Just ns the chest of boys and girls will irmtui'c 


if they play, so also will the boys a«cl girls mature 
emotionally if they piny games where thry luwe to 
give and tnke. Also, for children and ,'idulis-, mixini' 
with others, by rubbing off shync,ss (inrl other odd 
behavior, will mnke them grow up mtnluiiy and 
emotionally and "act our age."
